WASHINGTON (AP) — Army 
headquarters has asked com­ 
manders in South Viet Nam how 
many youths under 18 are in the 
war zone and whether any of 
them are there contrary to reg­ 
ulations. 
The inquiry was prompted by 
news reports from Saigon that 
about IOO enlisted men of the 
173rd Airborne Brigade might 


be sent out of Viet Nam because 
of their age. 
The Army, alone of the four 
services, has a regulation pro­ 
hibiting overseas deployment of 
any soldier under 18 if he is not 
in 
the Regular Army. This 
means draftees under 18 must 
not be sent overseas. 
If official reports from the 
Viet Nam command show there 


are nonregular Army enlisted 
personnel under 18 there now, 
headquarters will want an ex­ 
planation of how it happened. 


Hie armed forces, with pres­ 
ent worldwide manpower 
of 
about 2.6 million, apparently 
have about 68,000 enlisted per­ 
sonnel younger than 18, accord­ 
ing to data supplied today in 


answer to questions. 
Of the total, approximately 17,* 
OOO are in the Army, 5,000 in the 
Marines, 16,000 in the Navy and 
30,000 in the Air Force. 


A small proportion are 17- 
year-olds who went to local 
draft boards and requested that 
they be called into service. 
These are the nonregular per­ 


sonnel, who have the advantage 
of serving their active duty obli­ 
gation in a year less time than 
they would if they enlisted in 
he service as regulars. 
An Army spokesman said to­ 
day that a sample survey con­ 
ducted last November showed 
that two per cent of the total 
Army strength at that time con­ 
sisted of 17-year-olds. During 


1964, fewer than 500 were in the 
category of 17.year-old volun­ 
teer draftees. All 17-year-olds 
must have parental or guardian 
consent to enter the service. 
The A rm y's present manpow­ 
er is about 969,000. UJS.forces 
in Viet Nam currently number 
about 82,000. A substantial ma­ 
jority of them with the Army, 
followed next in numbers of the 


Marine Corps. 
When asked if any men under 
18 might have been among the 
Army forces deplojed to the 
Dominican Republic at the out­ 
set of the uprisings there last 
spring, a spokesman said that 
troops were sent on a tempo­ 
rary duty basis and statistics on 
age groups were not presently 
available.

AGAINST STATE REAPPORTIONMENT 
AMENDMENT 
A PREPOSTEROUS GERRYMANDER 
People of Missouri will vote Aug. 17 on an 
amendment to the state Constitution which not 
only involves a most brazen gerrymander of 
' Assembly House districts but would probably 
be voided by the United States courts. 
Amendment No. 3 would raise the number of 
House districts from 163 to 168 and directs re- 
districting be done as specified by law. This 
leaves the reapportionment in the political 
hands of the Legislature instead of to a bi­ 
partisan commission, a Federal court or any 
unbiased agency. 
In the first place, it is w'retchedly bad judg­ 
ment to boost the number of districts. There 
are too many now. The House already is un- 
wieldly. The number of districts should be 
slashed! 
In the second place, the ill-plotted amend­ 
ment puts the job of redistricting at the m ercies 
of the Assembly, which has already passed 
an act—contingent upon approval of the amend­ 
ment—reapportioning the state so as to freeze 
most members of the House into “ safe” districts 
in a grotesquely unconscionable gerrymander. 
The Missouri Senate 
is districted by a bi­ 
partisan commission. Members of Congress 
cannot apportion their districts. The Assembly, 
however, would fix its own House district 
boundaries under this preposterous amendment. 
The redistricting bill, that would become ef­ 
fective if the amendment were adopted, has 
already set up districts which foul the very 
purpose of free elections and the intent of the 
United States Supreme Court’s strange one man- 
one vote decree. 
The new status would make some 125 dis­ 
tricts “ safe” —about 100 “ safe” for Democrats, 
and approximately 25 “ safe” for Republicans. 
This has all the appearance of a deal between 
Democrats and GOP members to guarantee 
incumbent Representatives their districts. 
This result would be 1) legally to weld Demo­ 
cratic control of the Legislature for years to 
come, and 2) to banish two-party government 
in 125 districts—the great majority of the state! 
Such a political setup would, in effect, elim i­ 
nate election contests in these 125 districts. 
The Federal court would be virtually certain 
to void the amendment and supplemental statute. 
It is no wonder R. J. King, GOP Representative 
from St. Louis County, blasted the plan from its 
inoepHoit as a legislative atrocity. 
Both Rep. King and Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
urged a bi-partisan commission to reapportion. 
The Assembly turned a very political deaf 
ear. 
No wonder Senator A. Clifford Jones of Ladue 
branded the amendment plan “ a vicious gerry­ 
mander.” The 29 districts in St. Louis would 
all go to Democrats. But the worst partisan 
slash-up would be outstate. 
Nothing in the amendment declares districts 
must be compact, contiguous and as nearly equal 
in population as maybe — which certainly should 
be compulsory. 
Senator Jones noted a population variation be­ 
tween the largest and smallest districts of 
nearly 30 per cent. The Stoddard County district 
would have 29,000; the Nodaway County district 
22,000. This lopsided deviation alone is enough 
to cause the Federal court to junk the whole 
scheme. 
The people would be flimflammed and the vote 
franchise vitiated by adoption of the reappor­ 
tionment. It is an outrage to justice and public 
intelligence. 
The No. 3 amendment proposal should be 
overwhelmingly defeated at the Aug. 17 special 
election. It is a bad, cynical concept and 
should never be riveted into the Constitution. 
Besides, there yet remains some chance that 
Congress will accept a version of the Dirksen 
Amendment which could temporarily invalidate 
the Supreme Court’s one man-one vote dictum. 
Then no reapportionment might be required. 
However, even in the event Congress should 
be blocked from acting, other ways to re­ 
apportion would remain, even after Amend­ 
ment 3 is buried. The Governor could, at a 
special session of the Legislature, call for a bi­ 
partisan commission to do the reapportioning. 
This probably could be accomplished without 
a change in the Constitution. Or the Federal 
Court could name a commission to fix the dis­ 
tricts. There would be no need—indeed there is 
no legal machinery—for elections at large.

ONE FOR THE BANKS 
The House Banking and Currency Committee 
begins hearings on Wednesday (Aug. 11) on a 
Senate-passed bill (S 1698) affecting 
bank 
m ergers. 
FIVE BIG BANK MERGERS would be expedited 
by a bill that cleared the Senate by voice vote 
and now appears to have a good chance for 
House passage at the current session of Con­ 
gress. These mergers have been tied up in 
litigation by the U. S. Department of Justice. 
Also involved is a great deal of current un- 


' certainty in the banking business. 
Chairman A. Willis Robertson (D Va.) of the 
Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee, 
sponsor of the measure, holds that it would 
relieve the anxiety of banks which had merged 
since 1950 — 2,200 banks with assets totaling 
’ more than $15 billion. Federal courts in several 
cases between 1962 and 1965 have held certain 
mergers consummated pursuant to the Bank 
Merger Act of 1960 in violation of the antitrust 
laws. 
The statute gave jurisdiction over bank mergers 
to the Federal Reserve Board, the Comptroller 
of the Currency, and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, depending on whether the 
newly created bank operated under a state or 
a national charter. It was generally understood 
to exempt bank mergers from the antitrust 
laws though it did not do so in specific language. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson said in 1960: 
This bill. . .provides for a thorough review 
by the appropriate federal bank supervisory 
agency, under these comprehensive standards, 
and with the benefit of any information which 
may be supplied by the Department of Justice 
in the report required from them, of the bank 
mergers by asset acquisitions and other means 
which are now' and will continue to be exempt 
from the antimerger provisions of Sec. 7 of 
the Clayton Antitrust Act. 
THE U. S. SUPREME COURT has held up 
bank mergers under both the Clayton Act and 
the Sherman Act. The Court in the Philadelphia 
National Bank case in 1963 ruled that Sec. 7 
of the Clayton Act applied to bank mergers 
going back to the end of 1950, when the statute 
had been amended. The Lexington Bank case 
in the following year was decided on the basis 
of the Sherman Act. 
The First National Bank and Trust Co. of 
Lexington, Ky., which was involved in the 1964 
case, is one of the five big banks affected by 
Sen. Robertson’s bill. A plan of splitting the 
merged banks in Kentucky has not as yet 
-been approved. The merger of the Hanover Bank 
and Manufacturers Trust Company (into Mer­ 
chants Hanover Trust Co.) of New York has 
been adjudged illegal, but final judgment has 
not been made. 
These banks are relieved of the ministrations 
of the Justice Department by a section of the 
pending measure which extends antitrust exemp­ 
tions to “ any m erger.. .which was consummated 
prior to the enactment of this amendment” under 
proper regulatory approval, federal or state, so 
long as the merged bank has not been divided. 
Also covered are the Continental Illinois Bank 
and Trust Co. of Chicago, the Third National 
Bank of Nashville, Tenn., and the Crocker- 
Citizens National Bank of San Francisco.

finished another the next day 
just before going to the battle­

He changed “ this we may in 
all propriety do” to the more 
forceful “ it is altogether fitting 
and proper that we should do 
this.” 
He made changes even 
as he spoke, forgetting “ poor” 
in “ our poor power” and adding 
“ under God” for a total of 270 
words. 
Of these 190 are one 
syllable. 
He spoke less than 
five minutes. 
Newspapermen can take pride 
in the fact than an Associated 
Press reporter stood just in 
front o f Lincoln, borrowed copy 
that he held in his hand and 
telegraphed the complete text 
all over the country.

BLOCKING JOB CREATION 
Private 
industry has been 
urged by the Federal Govern­ 
ment to help solve the 
eco­ 
nomic problems of Appalachia. 
Yet, when a private company 
announces a multi-million dol­ 


lar construction project that 
would create thousands of jobs 
and accelerate the progress of 
a wide area, what happens? A 
federal 
department tries to 
block the project. 
The Duke Power Company filed 
an application last January with 
the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion for a vast steam and hydro­ 
power complex in the western 
tip of South Carolina. Even­ 
tually it would cost $700 mil­ 
lion, bring an estimated $18 
million into state and local 
treasuries, and add some $24 
million to federal tax revenues. 
The entire project would be 
financed with private funds; not 
one cent would be required of 
taxpayers. 
Now, the Department of the In­ 
terior has come forward with a 
petition to the FPC to compel 
Duke to purchase its future 
energy requirements from fed­ 
eral power projects. 
Where would the federal power 
come from? It would be gen­ 
erated at a proposed hydro 
plant to be built with nearly 
$100 million of the taxpayers’ 
money at a site which would 
take 23,000 acres of land off 
local tax rolls. 
In 
addition 
to 
generating 
power, the private enterprise 
project planned by Duke would 
provide water supply, recrea­ 
tion facilities, and flood con­ 
trol. The federal project would 
not. The Duke project would 
be built on land the company 
already owns-a hundred thou­ 
sand acres on which it pays 
taxes. The federal project would 
be built on land which would 
be taken away from the tax­ 
payers who now own it, and inci­ 
dentally would kill Industrial 
development of the area in­ 
cluding a proposed $5C^ million 
paper mill. 
Question: 
Does the federal 
government really want private 
enterprise to provide the jobs 
that solve economic problems? 
If it does, it might be well to 
pass the word to those who are 
inclined to spending tax funds 
as the cure for every social 
or economic ill.

York, New Jersey and Phil­ 
adelphia came when he read 
the Congressional record the 
morning of August 6 and noted 
a vigorous speech by Sen. Bob­ 
by Kennedy, D«N. Y. The Tri- 
State 
Compact by which New 
York agreed not to drain off 
Philadelphia’s water from the 
upper Delaware ended that mid­ 
night. 
The President had got into 
the water crisis earlier when, 
on July II, he called Secretary 
of the Interior Stewart Udall 
and asked what the Adminis- 
tradtion could do regarding the 
dangerously 
dwindling 
water 
supply of New York City, New­ 
ark, N. J., 
and neighboring 
cities. 
Specifically, he asked Udall 
to report to him within 
ten 
days regarding various moves 
to help in the emergency. Udall 
reported, 
July 21, at 
some 
length, that basically the sup­ 
ply of water was a local prob­ 
lem and the Federal Govern­ 
ment could not intervene unless 
the 
President 
declared New 
York, New Jersey, and Eastern 
Pennsylvania a disaster area. 
This at first the President 
was reluctant to do. However, he 
ordered the army engineers to 
prepare a series of barges and 
pipes in order to safeguard 
Philadelphia’s intake of water 
from the Delaware River at 
Torresdale, Pa., which is in 
danger of becoming salt water. 
When New York City 
was 
tapping the upper Delaware it 
cut the flow of the river from 
1,550 million feet per minute 
to 550 million feet per minute, 
which, in turn, advanced salt 
water up the Delaware from 
the sea at the rate of 3,000 
feet per day. After New York 
agreed not to tap the 
upper 
Delaware, the normal flow of 
the river at first was restored. 
But recently, because of the 
continued 
drought, 
it has 
slacked off, and salt water has 
encroached again — though not 
with as great rapidity. 
The barges and pipes which 
the President ordered the army 
engineers to prepare would ex­ 
tend the intake of Philadelphia’s 
water supply up the Delaware 


It’s ironic that Secretary of 
the Interior Udall, a native of 
the arid state of Arizona, has 
been giving advice to the hither­ 
to waterwealthy cities along 
the Atlantic seaboard. His ad­ 
vice 
has 
consistently 
been: 
’’Don’t depend on rain.” 
With equal consistency, how­ 
ever, New York and New Jer­ 
sey cities have depended upon 
rain. They are now in their 
fourth year of drought. 
The Weather Bureau original­ 
ly predicted that rainfall be­ 
tween July 15 and August 15 
would be above average, but 
this has proved too optimistic. 
The Weather Bureau has furth­ 
er warned that even above­ 
normal rainfall would not 
do 
much to replenish the depleted 
reservoirs of New York City 
and northern New Jersey. It 
would take 90 days of hard rain 
to affect the reservoirs, due to 
the fact that the watersheds are 
so dry that they will drink up 
any normal precipitation. 
Secretary Udall’s water com­ 
mittee has come up with two 
long-range alternatives to sup­ 
ply the Atlantic seaboard with 
water: 


1. Atomic • powered Desalini­ 
zation, which is expensive and 
would take two to three years 
to inaugurate. 
2. Deep wells to tape the fresh­ 
water 
reserves along 
the 
Atlantic seaboard. 
Federal geologists have re­ 
ported that there is ample fresh 
water along the Atlantic sea. 
board if wells are drilled deep 
enough. This would probably be 
cheaper than atomic -powered 
desalinization, but also would 
take almost a year to bring 
much water to the parched cities 
of New York and New Jersey. 
—HA R RIM AN’S 
VACATION- 
The so-called “ Vacation" of 
Averell Harriman illustrates 
how important an elder states­ 
man can be in handling delicate 
diplomatic relations. 
Harriman, 
in addition 
to 
having been Governor of New 
York, Secretary of Commerce 
and Deputy Under Secretary of 
State, once served as Ambas­ 
sador to Russia at a time when 


the Nazi armies were at 
the 
gates of Stalingrad and Russia 
was desperately dependent on 
the precarious line of supplies 
which the United States ferried 
over to the Gulf of Persia, then 
up through Iran to the belea­ 
guered Soviet. 
He is well known in Moscow 
not only becauseof this, but also 
because he was the negotiator 
of the Test Ban Treaty. In fhct, 
Nikita Khrushchev once told 
me, joking of course, that he 
had offered Harriman a job as 
his economic adviser. 
Therefore, when Harriman 
sat down for a three-hour talk 
with Premier Kosygin, 
the 
two men had the advantage of 
having talked together during 
the dim and difficult wartime 
days. As a result, they were 
very frank with each other. 
Kosygin told Harriman in de­ 
tail that he had looked forward 
to increasingly friendly rela­ 
tions with the Johnson admin­ 
istration, but that the bombing 
of North Viet Nam plus the in­ 
creasing U. S. military build­ 
up in South Viet 
Nam had 
soured this hope. It had also 
placed them in a most em­ 
barrassing position with the 
Chinese who for three years 
had been scolding and warning 
that it was foolish to trust the 
Imperialist Americans. 
Kosygin was very firm and at 
times quite bitter He told Har­ 
riman bluntly that Russia could 
not and would not intervene to 
help the United States bring 
peace in Viet Nam. Such 
a 
move would be misconstrued 
throughout Asia as being soft 
toward Imperialism. Kosygin 
didn’t say so, but his position 
was identical with that 
of 
President Johnson —in reverse. 
If Johnson makes concessions 
for peace, he is accused 
by 
Rep. Jerry Ford, R-Mich., and 
his Republican critics, of being 
soft on Communism. 
Harriman acted as a report­ 
er, not a negotiator. But he did 
try to convince the Kremlin 
leaders of the deep sincerity 
of 
President 
Johnson 
in 
desiring peace, coupled with his 
determinition not to bcw to 
Communist compulsion in South 
Viet Nam. He made some head­ 
way in this direction.

People cf Missouri will vote Aug. IT on an 
amendment to the state Constitution which not 
only involves a most brazen gerrymander of 
Assembly House districts but would probably 
be voided by the United States courts. 
Amendment No. 3 would raise the number of 
House districts from 163 to 168 and directs re­ 
districting be done as specified by law. This 
leaves the reapportionment in the political 
hands of the Legislature instead of to a bi­ 
partisan commission, a Federal court or any 
unbiased agency. 
In the first place, it is wretchedly bad judg­ 
ment to boost the number of districts. There 
are too many now. The House already is un­ 
w ieldy. The number of districts should be 
slashed! 
In the second place, the ill-plotted amend­ 
ment puts the job of redistricting at the mercies 
of the Assembly, which has already passed 
an act—contingent upon approval of the amend­ 
ment—reapportioning the state so as to freeze 
most members of the House into “ safe” districts 
in a grotesquely unconscionable gerrymander. 
The Missouri Senate 
is districted by a bi­ 
partisan commission. Members of Congress 
cannot apportion their districts. The Assembly, 
however, would fix its own House district 
boundaries under this preposterous amendment. 
The redistricting bill, that would become ef­ 
fective if the amendment were adopted, has 
already set up districts which foul the very 
purpose of free elections and the intent of the 
United States Supreme Court’s strange one man- 
one vote decree. 
The new status would make some 125 dis­ 
tricts “ safe” —about IOO “ safe” for Democrats, 
and approximately 25 “ safe” for Republicans. 
This has all the appearance of a deal between 
Democrats and GOF members to guarantee 
incumbent Representatives their districts. 
This result would be I) legally to weld Demo­ 
cratic control of the Legislature for years to 
come, and 2) to banish two-party government 
in 125 districts—the great majority of the state! 
Such a political setup would, in effect, elim i­ 
nate election contests in these 125 districts. 
The Federal court would be virtually certain 
to void the amendment and supplemental statute. 
It is no wonder R. J. King, GOP Representative 
from St. Louis County, blasted the plan from its 
inception as a legislative atrocity. 
Both Rep. King and Gov. Warren E. Hearnes 
urged a bi-partisan commission to reapportion. 
The Assembly turned a very political deaf 
ear. 
No wonder Senator A. Clifford Jones of Ladue 
branded the amendment plan “ a vicious gerry­ 
mander.” The 29 districts in St. Louis would 
all go to Democrats. But the worst partisan 
slash-up would be outstate. 
Nothing in the amendment declares districts 
must be compact, contiguous and as nearly equal 
in population as maybe — which certainly should 
be compulsory. 
Senator Jones noted a population variation be­ 
tween the largest and smallest districts of 
nearly 30 per cent. The Stoddard County district 
would have 29,000; the Nodaway County district 
22,000. This lopsided deviation alone is enough 
to cause the Federal court to junk the whole 
scheme. 
The people would be flimflammed and the vote 
franchise vitiated by adoption of the reappor­ 
tionment. It is an outrage to justice and public 
intelligence. 
The No. 3 amendment proposal should be 
overwhelmingly defeated at the Aug. 17 special 
election. It is a bad, cynical concept and 
should never be riveted into the Constitution. 
Besides, there yet remains some chance that 
Congress will accept a version of the Dirksen 
Amendment which could temporarily invalidate 
the Supreme Court’s one man-one vote dictum. 
Then no reapportionment might be required. 
However, even in the event Congress should 
be blocked from acting, other ways to re­ 
apportion would remain, even after Amend­ 
ment 3 is buried. The Governor could, at a 
special session of the Legislature, call for a bi­ 
partisan commission to do the reapportioning. 
This probably could be accomplished without 
a change in the Constitution. Or the Federal 
Court could name a commission to fix the dis­ 
tricts. There would be no need—indeed there is 
no legal machinery—for elections at large.

ONE FOR THE BANKS 
The House Banking and Currency Committee 
begins hearings on Wednesday (Aug. ll) on a 
Senate-passed bill (S 1698) affecting 
bank 
mergers. 
FIVE BIG BANK MERGERS would be expedited 
by a bill that cleared the Senate by voice vote 
and now appears to have a good chance for 
House passage at the current session of Con­ 
gress. These mergers have been tied up in 
litigation by the U. S. Department of Justice. 
Also involved is a great deal of current un- 


1 certainty in the banking business. 
Chairman A. Willis Robertson (D Va.) of the 
Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee, 
sponsor of the measure, holds that it would 
relieve the anxiety of banks which had merged 
since 1950 — 2,200 banks with assets totaling 
' more than $15 billion. Federal courts in several 
cases between 1962 and 1965 have held certain 
mergers consummated pursuant to the Bank 
Merger Act of 1960 in violation of the antitrust 
laws. 
The statute gave jurisdiction over bank mergers 
to the Federal Reserve Board, the Comptroller 
of the Currency, and the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation, depending on whether the 
newly created bank operated under a state or 
a national charter. It was generally understood 
to exempt bank mergers from the antitrust 
laws though it did not do so in specific language. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson said in 1960: 
This bill. . .provides for a thorough review 
by the appropriate federal bank supervisory 
agency, under these comprehensive standards, 
and with the benefit of any information which 
may be supplied by the Department of Justice 
in the report required from them, of the bank 
mergers by asset acquisitions and other means 
which are now and will continue to be exempt 
from the antimerger provisions of Sec. 7 of 
the Clayton Antitrust Act. 
THE U. S. SUPREME COURT has held up 
bank mergers under both the Clayton Act and 
the Sherman Act. The Court in the Philadelphia 
National Bank case in 1963 ruled that Sec. 7 
of the Clayton Act applied to bank mergers 
going back to the end of 1950, when the statute 
had been amended. The Lexington Bank case 
in the following year was decided on the basis 
of the Sherman Act. 
The First National Bank and Trust Co. of 
Lexington, Ky., which was involved in the 1964 
case, is one of the five big banks affected by 
Sen. Robertson’s bill. A plan of splitting the 
merged banks in Kentucky has not as yet 
-been approved. The merger of the Hanover Bank 
and Manufacturers Trust Company (into Mer­ 
chants Hanover Trust Co.) of New York has 
been adjudged illegal, but final judgment has 
not been made. 
These banks are relieved of the ministrations 
of the Justice Department by a section of the 
pending measure which extends antitrust exemp­ 
tions to “any m erger.. .which was consummated 
prior to the enactment of this amendment” under 
proper regulatory approval, federal or state, so 
long as the merged bank has not been divided. 
Also covered are the Continental Illinois Bank 
and Trust Co. of Chicago, the Third National 
Bank of Nashville, Tenn., and the Crocker- 
Citizens National Bank of San Francisco. 
* THE 
SUPREME COURT DECISIONS 
had 
threatened equally all other approved mergers 
since 1950. Other suits could be brought now 
or in the future. A statement circulated by 
Merchants Hanover asserts: “These decisions 
shocked the banking community. . .The present 
uncertainty, unfairness and confusion is the 
result.” 
The banking bill is opposed in the House by 
the powerful W right Patman (D Texas), chairman 
• of the Banking and Currency Committee. But 
26 of 33 committee members have asked for 
hearings on the measure, and Patman promises 
to give it “ a square deal.”

BLOCKING JOB CREATION 
Private 
industry has been 
urged by the Federal Govern­ 
ment to help solve the 
eco­ 
nomic problems of Appalachia. 
Yet, when a private company 
announces a multi-million dol­ 


lar construction project that 
would create thousands of jobs 
and accelerate the progress of 
a wide area, what happens? A 
federal 
department tries to 
block the project. 
The Duke Power Company filed 
an application last January with 
the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion for a vast steam and hydro­ 
power complex in the western 
tip of South Carolina. Even­ 
tually it would cost $700 m il­ 
lion, bring an estimated $18 
million into state and local 
treasuries, and add some $24 
million to federal tax revenues. 
The entire project would be 
financed with private funds; not 
one cent would be required of 
taxpayers. 
Now, the Department of the In­ 
terior has come forward with a 
petition to the FPC to compel 
Duke to purchase its future 
energy requirements from fed­ 
eral power projects. 
Where would the federal power 
come from? It would be gen­ 
erated at a proposed hydro 
plant to be built with nearly 
$100 million of the taxpayers' 
money at a site which would 
take 23,000 acres of land off 
local tax rolls. 
In 
addition 
to 
generating 
power, the private enterprise 
project planned by Duke would 
provide water supply, recrea­ 
tion facilities, and flood con­ 
trol. The federal project would 
not. The Duke project would 
be built on land the company 
already owns-a hundred thou­ 
sand acres on which it pays 
taxes. The federal project would 
be built on land which would 
be taken away from the tax­ 
payers who now own it, and inci­ 
dentally would kill industrial 
development of the area in­ 
cluding a proposed $5(^ million 
paper mill. 
Question: 
Does the federal 
government really want private 
enterprise to provide the jobs 
that solve economic problems? 
If it does, it might be well to 
pass the word to those who are 
inclined to spending tax funds 
as the cure for every social 
or economic ill.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

Hal Boyle is on vacation. 


WASHINGTON - 
President 
Johnson's latest involvement in 
the water crisis facing N ew . 
York, New Jersey and Phil­ 
adelphia came when he read 
the Congressional record the 
morning of August 6 and noted 
a vigorous speech by Sen. Bob­ 
by Kennedy, D-N. Y. The Tri­ 
state 
Compact by which New 
York agreed not to drain off 
Philadelphia's water from the 
upper Delaware ended that mid­ 
night. 
The President had got into 
the water crisis earlier when, 
on July l l , he called Secretary 
of the Interior Stewart Udall 
and asked what the Adminis- 
tradtion could do regarding the 
dangerously 
dwindling 
water 
supply of New York City, New­ 
ark, N. J., 
and neighboring 
cities. 
Specifically, he asked Udall 
to report to him within 
ten 
days regarding various moves 
to help in the emergency. Udall 
reported, 
July 21, at 
some 
length, that basically the sup­ 
ply of water was a local prob­ 
lem and the Federal Govern­ 
ment could not intervene unless 
the 
President 
declared New 
York, New Jersey, and Eastern 
Pennsylvania a disaster area. 
This at first the President 
was reluctant to do. However, he 
ordered the army engineers to 
prepare a series of barges and 
pipes in order to safeguard 
Philadelphia's intake of water 
from the Delaware River 
at 
TorresdUe, Pa., which is in 
danger of becoming salt water. 
When New York City 
was 
tapping the upper Delaware it 
cut the flow of the river from 
1,550 million feet per minute 
to 550 million feet per minute, 
which, in turn, advanced salt 
water up the Delaware from 
the sea at the rate of 3,000 
feet per day. After New York 
agreed not to tap the 
upper 
Delaware, the normal flow of 
the river at first was restored. 
But recently, because of 
the 
continued 
drought, 
it has 
slacked off, and salt water has 
encroached again — though not 
with as great rapidity. 
The barges and pipes which 
the President ordered the army 
engineers to prepare would ex- 
tend the intake of Philadelphia's 
water supply up the Delaware 


to escape the encroaching sea­ 
water. 
-RAIN 
WCN'T HELP MUCH- 
It's ironic that Secretary of 
the Interior Udall, a native of 
the arid state of Arizona, has 
been giving advice to the hither­ 
to waterwealthy cities along 
the Atlantic seaboard. His ad­ 
vice 
has 
consistently 
been: 
"Don't depend on rain." 
With equal consistency, how­ 
ever, New York and New Jer­ 
sey cities have depended upon 
rain. 
They are now in their 
fourth year of drought. 
The Weather Bureau original­ 
ly predicted that rainfall be­ 
tween July 15 and August 15 
would be above average, but 
this has proved too optimistic. 
The Weather Bureau has furth­ 
er warned that even above­ 
normal rainfall would not 
do 
much to replenish the depleted 
reservoirs of New York City 
and northern New Jersey. It 
would take 90 days of hard rain 
to affect the reservoirs, due to 
the fact that the watersheds are 
so dry that they will drink up 
any normal precipitation. 
Secretary Udall's water com­ 
mittee has come up with two 
long-range alternatives to sup­ 
ply the Atlantic seaboard with 
water:

VACATION — 
The so-called "Vacation" of 
Averell Harriman illustrates 
how important an elder states­ 
man can be in handling delicate 
diplomatic relations. 
Harriman, 
in 
addition 
to 
having 
been Governor of New 
York, Secretary of Commerce 
and Deputy Under Secretary of 
State, once served as Ambas­ 
sador to Russia at a time when 


the Nazi arm ies were at 
the 
gates of Stalingrad and Russia 
was desperately dependent on 
the precarious line of supplies 
which the United States ferried 
over to the Gulf of Persia, then 
up through Iran to the belea­ 
guered Soviet. 
He is well known in Moscow 
not only because of this, butalso 
because he was the negotiator 
of the Test Ban Treaty. In fact, 
Nikita Khrushchev once told 
me, joking of course, that he 
had offered Harriman a job as 
his economic adviser. 
Therefore, 
when Harriman 
sat down for a three-hour talk 
with Premier Kosygin, 
the 
two men had the advantage of 
having talked together during 
the dim and difficult wartime 
days. As a result, they were 
very frank with each other. 
Kosygin told Harriman in de­ 
tail that he had looked forward 
to increasingly friendly rela­ 
tions with the Johnson admin­ 
istration, but that the bombing 
of North Viet Nam plus the in­ 
creasing U. S. military build­ 
up in South 
Viet 
Nam had 
soured this hope. It had also 
placed them in a most em­ 
barrassing position with the 
Chinese who for three years 
had been scolding and warning 
that it was foolish to trust the 
Imperialist Americans. 
Kosygin was very firm and at 
times quite bitter He told Har­ 
riman bluntly that Russia could 
not and would not intervene to 
help the United States bring 
peace in Viet Nam. 
Such 
a 
move would be misconstrued 
throughout Asia as being soft 
toward Imperialism. Kosygin 
didn't say so, but his position 
was identical 
with that 
of 
President Johnson — in reverse. 
If Johnson makes concessions 
for peace, he is accused 
by 
Rep. Jerry Ford, R-Mich., and 
his Republican critics, of being 
soft on Communism. 
Harriman acted as a report­ 
er, not a negotiator. But he did 
try to convince the Kremlin 
leaders of the deep sincerity 
of 
President 
Johnson 
in 
desiring peace, coupled with his 
determination not to bow to 
Communist compulsion in South 
Viet Nam. He made some head­ 
way in this direction.

With all but a few bills passed 
by the General Assembly and 
sent to Governor Warren E. 
Heames tor action having been 
taken care of, it's more and 
more apparent that the young 
governor is sticking to his word 
that he would veto few measures 
endorsed by both houses.

The 73rd General Assembly 
had before it a total of 1,151 
bills (not including resolutions, 
etc.).

The governor 
received a total of 365 measures 
tor consideration, including 164 
bills which had originated in the 
8enate and 201 in the House. 
At this writing, he has vetoed 
four bills. These ranged from a 
proposal to allow Cape Girar­ 
deau County to have a branch 
Collector's office, broadening 
branch banking to requiring poll 
watchers and observers to live 
in the wards where they were 
working the polls. 
Two years earlier, in con­ 
trast, the 72rd General As­ 
sembly introduced a total of 
1,153 measures (3508enate, 803 
House) and sent to Governor 
John Dalton for consideration 
288. Dalton vetoed 13, or three 
times as many as Governor 
Heames. 


CID APPARENT VICTIM 
OF 8T. LOUS WRATH 
The state Commerce and to- 
dust rial 
Development (COD) 
Commission apparently is the 
innocent victim of the wrath of 
St. 
Louis legislators which 
some have argued resulted in 
the agency not getting all 
it 
deserved, appropriation wise. 
During the recently • ended 
biennial period, the commis­ 
sion operated under a budget of 
about 
$1,400,000 or roughly 
•$700,000 a year (even though 
funds generally aren't allocated 
on an even basis.) The 1965 
legislature gave the commis­ 
sion a raise of $100,000 but fell 
far short of the amount sought 
for new programs. 
The problem with St. Louis

stemmed from action by the 
American Beauty Macaroni Co.

A report by the Missouri 
Water 
Pollution

dicates that all major cities in 
the state now have sewage treat­ 
ment plants either in operation,

construction 
or have 
voted bond issues to finance 
treatment facilities. 
The Board recently announced 
the following as its time table 
for combatting the discharge 
of waste materials into Mis­ 
souri's major streams: 
1. All raw municipal waste 
discharges in the Missouri 
River must be treated by Janu­ 
ary 1, 1967. 
2. All such 
wastes being 
dumped in the Mississippi River 
must be treated by January 
1 of the following year. 
3. Industrial pollution of the 
Mississippi River must end by 
next January 1. 
Five Missouri communities, 
by September 1, will have com­ 
pleted waste treatment plants 
this year. They include St. 
Joseph, Boonville, St. Charles, 
Liberty and St. Louis. 
A spokesman for the board 
indicated that while Missouri 
today enjoys being the most 
water-rich state west of the 
Mississippi, even 
this abun­ 
dance can be abused. But, hope- 
itolly, officials do not forsee 
i time in the immediate future 
when Missourians will be toced 
with a contaminated water prob­ 
lem if present plans are fol­ 
lowed through. 
However, there remain 12 
communities in the state today 
which continue to discharge raw 
sewage with no treatment plan 
in sight for ending the practice. 
The board presently is working 
with officials of these towns 
(which have a total population of 
24,000) and has the power to 
levy fines of up to $100 per day 
for non-compliance with board 
recommendations. 
Falling into this group are 
Burlington 
Junction, Canton, 
Carterville, Grant City, Glas­ 
gow, Herculaneum, Mound City, 
New 
Franklin, New Madrid, 
Osceola, Parkville and Wash­ 
ington.

ONLY A FEW BILLS 
With all but a few bills passed 
by the General Assembly and 
sent to Governor W arren 
E. 
Hearnes for action having been 
taken care of, it's more and 
more apparent that the young 
governor is sticking to his word 
that he would veto few m easures 
endorsed by both houses. 
The 
governor's 
attitude 
toward affixing his signature 
to most legislature placed on 
his 
desk undoubtedly stem s 
from the IO years he spent in 
the House and the four years 
he served as Secretary of State. 
Early in the session which 
ended a few short weeks ago, 
the new governor let it be 
known that he would be willing 
to work with the General As­ 
sembly in a majority of cases, 
letting their Judgment be his. 
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80 for, this has been tho case. 
The 73rd General Assembly 
had before it a total of 1,151 
bills (not including resolutions, 
etc.). Of this total, 391 w ere in­ 
troduced in the Senate and 760 
in the House. The governor 
received a total of 365 m easures 
for consideration, including 164 
bills which had originated in the 
Senate and 201 in the House. 
At this writing, he has vetoed 
four bills. These ranged from a 
proposal to allow Cape G irar­ 
deau County to have a branch 
C ollector's office, broadening 
branch banking to requiring poll 
w atchers and observers to live 
in the wards where they were 
working the polls. 
Two years earlier, in con­ 
tra st, the 72rd General As­ 
sembly introduced a total of

288. Dalton vetoed 13, or three 
tim es as many as Governor 
H earnes.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
1965 Civil Rights Act, now ap­ 
proved by Congress, is the child 
of delay and obstruction, the 
fourth of its kind in eight years. 
But this one is stronger than the 
rest and should work better. 
The three earlier acts, among 
other things, wereaim edat pro­ 
tecting Negroes' rights by en­ 
abling them to vote, particular, 
ly in the South. The new meas­ 
ure 
deals 
only 
with voting 
rights. The delay in reaching 
the goal is' ty p ic a l of what hap­ 
pened to Negroes for more than 
half a century. 
For decades after the Su­ 
preme Court in 1896 declared it 
constitutional to segregate the 
Negro, he remained the shoved- 
aside man in American life and 
continued that way pretty much 
until after World War n. 
Until then any government 
action to treat him equally or 
protect his rights came almost 
entirely 
from 
the Supreme 
Court which bit by bit began to 
undo the 1896 segregation deci­ 
sion . 
President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt's administration recom­ 
mended no civil rights legisla- 
tlon — and Congress enacted 
none — but in 1941 he did crack 
down a bit on discrimination by 
companies 
and unions doing 
government work. 
The change began in 1946 
when President Harry S. Tru­ 
man created a committee on 
civil rights to see how protec­ 
tions tor Negroes could be im­ 
proved. In 1948 the committee 
proposed laws against discrim ­ 
ination in voting, among other 
things. 
In the 1948 presidential cam­ 
paign Truman promised civil 
rights legislation if he won. He 
did and tried to make good in 
1949 but Southern senators fili­ 
bustered his civil rights bill to 
death. 
He also ordered equality of 
treatment in the armed forces. 
This took time. And it wasn't 
until 1962 that the Defense De­ 
partment called for abolition of 
all-white and allJvegro units in 
the reserves. 
The great watershed in civil 
rights came on May 17, 1954 
when the Supreme Court, over­ 
turning the 1896 ruling, banned 
segregation in public schools 
and declared segregation un­ 
constitutional .

So Congress passed another 
act in 1960. This one would let a 
federal court, after a suit, order 
a Negro registered if it found a 
pattern of discrimination. This 
was a long way around. Some 
suits took years. 
In 1961 the Civil Rights Com­ 
mission had another idea: Ban 
literacy tests used to prevent 
Negro voting. TTiis was made 
part of the 1965 act, too. 
Meanwhile, in 1964 Congress 
approved its third civil rights 
law. This tried to improve on 
the 1960 act by narrowing down 
the way in which Southern reg­ 
istrars could use literac> tests 
to prevent Negro voting. Still 
slow. 
President Johnson asked Con­ 
gress in person for still another 
and better civil rights act last 
March after the nation was 
shocked by the treatment given 
Negro demonstrators in Selma, 
Ala., by State Police and a local 
posse. 
The House finally approved it 
Tuesday, the Senate Wednes­ 
day. And now it goes to Johnson 
to be signed into law. It's the 
strongest of all the voting acts. 
It would suspend the use of 
literacy tests in much of the 
South and let the federal gov­ 
ernment take over the registra­ 
tion of voters where less than 50 
per cent of the voting age pop­ 
ulation voted in 1964. TTiis af­ 
fects the South most. 
While Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
Katzenbach this year explained 
to Congress why this new act 
was needed, he said all previous 
procedures through the lower 
courts were too slow, and with 
plenty of ways left to dodge a 
court order. 
To show how little progress 
the Negro has made in voting in 
the South he said that between 
1958 and the 1964 president 
election in Alabama the number 
of Negroes registered to vote 
had increased only 5.2 per cent 
to a total of 19.4 per cent of 
those eligible. He gave other 
figures tor other states, some 
showing not even that much 
progress.

Voting Rights Bill 
Should Work Better 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
1965 Civil Rights Act, now ap­ 
proved by Congress, Is the child 
of delay and obstruction, the 
fourth of its kind in eight years. 
But this one is stronger than the 
rest and should work better. 
Tile three earlieracts,among 
other things, wereaimedat pro­ 
tecting Negroes* rights by en­ 
abling them to vote, {(articular­ 
ly in the South. The new meas­ 
ure 
deals 
only 
with voting 
rights. The delay In reaching 
the goal is typical of what hap­ 
pened to Negroes for more than 
half a century. 
For decades after the Su­ 
preme Court in 1896 declared it 
constitutional to segregate the 
Negro, he remained the shoved- 
aside man in American life and 
continued that way pretty much 
until after World War II. 
Until then any government 
action to treat him equally or 
protect his rights came almost 
entirely 
from 
the Supreme 
Court which bit by bit began to 
undo the 1896 segregation deci­ 
sion. 
President Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt's administration recom­ 
mended no civil rights legisla­ 
tion — and Congress enacted 
none — but in 1941 he did crack 
down a bit on dlscrim .nation by 
companies 
and unions doing 
government work. 
The change began in 1946 
when President Harry S. Tru­ 
man created a committee on 
civil rights to see how protec­ 
tions for Negroes could be im­ 
proved. In 1948 the committee 
proposed laws against discrim­ 
ination in voting, among other 
things. 
In the 1948 presidential cam­ 
paign Truman promised civil 
rights legislation if he won. He 
did and tried to make good in 
1949 but Southern senators fili­ 
bustered his civil rights bill to 
death. 
He also ordered equality of 
treatment in the armed forces. 
This took time. And it wasn't 
until 1962 that the Defense De­ 
partment called for abolition of 
all-white and allJs*egro units in 
the reserves. 
The great watershed in civil 
rights came on May 17, 1954 
when the Supreme Court, over­ 
turning the 1896 ruling, banned 
segregation in public schools 
and declared segregation un­ 
constitutional . 
The

ft was mild, with delay and 
frustration built into it. It creat­ 


ed a Civil Rights Commission 
permanently and, among other 
things, sought to protect Negro 
voting rights. 
Under a 19th century law a 
Negro who felt discriminated 
against because of his color 
when he tried to vote could ap­ 
peal to a federal court. This was 
a slow process and something 
few Negroes could afford. 
Hie 1957 act said the attorney 
general could help out by filing 
a suit for the government in 
such a case. It proved so slow 
that in 1959 the Civil Rights 
Commission wanted the law im­ 
proved. 
It suggested the federal gov­ 
ernment be allowed to appoint 
registrars to register Negroes 
when local registrars refused. 
This got sidetracked until now. 
The idea is built into the 1965 
act. 
So Congress passed another 
act in 1960. This onewouldleta 
federal court, after a suit, order 
a Negro registered if it found a 
pattern of discrimination. This 
was a long way around. Some 
suits took y ears. 
In 1961 the Civil Rights Com­ 
mission had another idea: Ban 
literacy tests used to prevent 
Negro voting. This was made 
part of the 1965 act, too. 
Meanwhile, in 1964 Congress 
approved its third civil rights 
law. Tills tried to improve on 
the 1960 act by narrowing down 
the way in which Southern reg­ 
istrars could use literacy tests 
to prevent Negro voting. Still 
slow. 
President Johnson asked Con­ 
gress in person for still another 
and better civil rights act last 
March after the nation was 
shocked by the treatment given 
Negro demonstrators lr. Selma, 
Ala., by State Police anda local 
posse. 
The House finally approved it 
Tuesday, the Senate Wednes­ 
day. And now it goes to Johnson 
to be signed into law. It's the 
strongest of all the voting acts. 
It would suspend the use of 
literacy tests in much of the 
South and let the federal gov­ 
ernment take over the registra­ 
tion of voters where less than 50 
per cent of the voting age pop­ 
ulation voted in 1964. This af­ 
fects the South most. 
While Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
Katzenbach this year explained 
to Congress why this new act 
was needed, he said all previous 
procedures through the lower 
courts were too slow, and with 
plenty of ways left to dodge a 
court order. 
To show how little progress 
the Negro has made in voting in 
the South he said that between 
1958 and the 1964 president 
election in Alabama the number 
of Negroes registered to vote 
had increased only 5.2 per cent 
to a total of 19.4 per cent of 
those eligible. He gave other 
figures for other states, some 
showing not even that much 
progress.
